G reen isen noted

crea se set for the third year and 
a 3.8 per cent increase set for 
the fourth year. 
G reen isen revealed that the 
a v era g e S alem cu stom er, who 
u ses 15,200 cubic feet of gas a 
m onth and pays about $27.05, 
w ill pay $29.10 a s a result of thè 
first-year increase. He or she 
will then pay $31,35 in the s e c ­ 
ond year. $32 61 in the third 
year and $33.87 in the fourth 
year.

But tonight's version on C B S 
doesn’t. It's a one-dimensional 
effort involving a young, well- 


dressed, psychotic thief whose 
specialty is burglarizing hotel 
rooms of people who are at 
tending conventions. 
The thief (Tony G eary) gives 
an indication of how sick he is 
when, during one burglary, he 
whips out a switchblade and 
cuts the head off a teddy bear 
lying on a bed 
Bum per M organ arrives dur 
ing the subsequent police inves­

tated teddy hear, and remarks, 
“Whoever did this is no ordina­ 
ry hotel creeper,

It turns out the psycho is sep­ 
arated from his wife and young 
son, wants desperately to re­ 
turn to them, hut she says no 
So he freaks out whenever he 
sees a hoy his son's age, or 
anything that reminds him oi 


his son. like a teddy bear.

to make happy. When the kid 
disappears and Bum per learns

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The FBI Challenge 


Established Jan. 1,1889 
M ember Associated Press 
Wednesday, December 17, 1975 
In Dixie, the Happy Side of America 


I he decline in public esteem for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation is not much of a surprise 
to anyone who has been paying attention to news 
accounts of the agency s abuses uncovered bv 
the current probe of the FBI's past practices 
The call for a reopening ot the investigation 
into the assassination of Martin Luther King Jr. 
after revelations of FBI harassment of the civil 
rights leader is one measurement of the public 
suspicion of the federal agency 
No direct link between the FBI and the 
assassination has been established but the 
suspicion remains because of other activities of 
the bureau -those that have been admitted 
THE AGENCY ha*s admitted illegal break-ins 
(inot including those done in the name of national 
defense or in investigation of organized crim e', 
illegal buggings, illegal interception of public 
mail and illegal interference of individual civil 
liberties. 
Against this background, it is easy to see whv 
the percentage of Gallup Poll respondents who 
gave the F BI a "highly favorable" rating slipped 
from 84 per cent in 1965 to 37 per cent this month. 
^ h a t may come as a surprise to many, in­ 
cluding severe critics, is that the public standing 
of the h BI was far low'er when J. Edgar Hoover 
took over as director in 1924 than it is today. 
W riter Alpheus T.Mason gives this description 
of the bureau of the ’20s: “ (It) had become a 
private secret service for corrupt forces within 
the government .. included among the special 
agents were some with criminal records. Bureau 
badges and property had been issued to persons 
not employed by the government and who 
worked "as confidential agents and informers to 
‘fram e’ evidence against personal enemies of the 
Harding administration." 
Hoover moved immediately and firmlv to 
clean up the agency. And by 1933. Harlan F. 
Stone, first attorney general for President Calvin 
( oolidge. was able to write: “ (Hoover) had 
removed from the bureau every body as to whose 
character there was any ground for suspicion. 
He refused to yield to any kind of political 
pressure: he appointed to the bureau men of 
intelligence and education and strove to build up 
a morale such as should control the organization 
He withdrew it wholly from extralegal activities 
and made it an efficient organization for in­ 
vestigation of criminal offenses against the 
United States " 
ON THE heels of the housecleaning came the 
spectacular success of the FBI against the most 
notorious criminals of the day. 
According to a recent paper bv Editorial 
Research Reports. “In a six-month period 
beginning July 22. 1934. the following outlaws 
were killed in shootouts with FBI agents—John 
Dillinger. “Pretty Boy" Floyd. “Baby Face" 
Nelson. Russell Gibson of the Barker-Karpis 
eangand "M a" and Fred Barker. These dazzling 


successes, achieved over so short a span of time, 
secured the FBI’s image of efficiency." 
rilAT IMAGE 
of efficiency and freedom 
from the taint of corruption was to last until the 
latter years of the Hoover regime 
Recent 
revelations by the Senate Select Intelligence 
< ommittee have left the image in shreds. 
Ironically, the man who brought the FBI back 
to respectability also was responsible for the 
most of the abuses that now have cost it the 
prestige that was so long a trademark of the 
agency. 
A point the American public should keep in 
mind as the h BI house again is placed in order is 
that the agency can be restored to the position of 
integrity that it must have to function properly. 
1 his is a period of agony for the people w ho had 
great respect for the agency of the Justice 
Department 
which was charged with 
the 
responsibility of investigating federal law 
violations. 
But the FBI’s closet must be cleaned of the 
skeletons as it is "de-Hooverized" and tran­ 
sformed from a secret arm of the nation’s chief 
executive to the law enforcement agency it is 
supposed to be. 
J his can and should be done. It requires the 
full effort of the present director. Clarence M. 
Kelley, 
the Justice 
Department 
and 
the 
President. 
Many members of today’s FBI are decent, 
honest individuals who want to do a job that 
needs to be done and do it in a manner that is 
compatible with the principles of government 
integrity that most Americans subscribe to. 
The dishonor of the past must be cleared away 
and Director Kelley and his successors must 
stand fast in the face of political pressures that 
no doubt will resurface at some time in the 
future. 
AMERICA NEEDS a strong, independent and 
efficient FBI.Those who are calling attention to 
past sins today will leave the job unfinished 
unless they also call for the building of an agency 
that operates totally in the interest of the nation 
rather than one that engages in conduct that 
subverts the principles of a free people. 
Vte are as appalled as most other Americans 
over the abuses of the FBI which have been 
uncovered. Never again do we want to read an 
investigating panel's report that states: 
“The FBI intelligence system developed to a 
point where no one inside or outside the bureau 
was willing or able to tell the difference between 
legitimate national security or law enforcement 
information and purely political intelligence." 
We have cited the need for leadership and 
integrity at the official level. The other side of 
that coin is the need for an American public to let 
its leaders know they are not willing to let 
government go beyond its legitimate function of 
serving the people.

Now and then we hear a long 
dial tone on our television and 
radios followed by a sepulchral 
voice which intones: ‘This is a 
practice alert. In case of a real 
emergency, you v/ould be told 
what to do." In a nuclear 
emergency, we will be told, in 
the sweetest circumlocution, to 
go to hell. 
We could not run. We could 
not hide. Hydrogen bombs gulp 
millions of lives in a holocaust 
of light. If your life cannot be 
saved. I’m sure you will feel 
better to know that a chosen 
few have been preselected to be 
spared. 
In 
the 
Eisenhow er 
Administration, the Pentagon 
was ordered to draw up a list of 
government figures who fit 
three categories: “A. for must- 
continue. 
essential, 
non- 
interruptible function"; “B, for 
a 
function which 
can 
be 
resumed at a later tim e"; “C, 
for a function which can be 
deferred." 
FEAR NOT. You and I did 
not make any of the categories. 
If and w hen the balloon goes up, 
we go up with it. The notion 
behind what is now called “The 
U nspeakable 
L ist" 
is 
to 
m aintain a governm ent in 
being through an atomic at­ 
tack. 
The first person to mention 
the list in public is Barney 
Collier, who wrote a book called 
“ Hope 
and 
F ear 
in 
Washington " Who is on The 
U nspeakable List? Richard 
Nixon was on; he’s off. Spiro 
Agnew’s name has been xxx’d 
out. 
Speaker Carl Albert is on it. 
So is Congressman Thomas 
O'Neill. His Boston confrere. 


John McCormack, is off. House 
Minority Leader Jam es Rhodes 
did not know there was such a 
list until he made it. 
“I am considered essential,” 
he said. ‘There are certain 
plans made so that I should 
survive.” Well, bully for him. 
Mrs. Rhodes did not make the 
list. None of the wives did, 
except Mrs. Gerald Ford. She 
may be the only female on the 
nuclear ark. 


HOW ARE THEY going to 
be saved? The Pentagon, which 
will never do anything unless it 
can overdo it, has built massive 
shelters 
inside 
m ountains 
ranging from 
Virginia 
into 
North Carolina. 
They are equipped with 
massive metal doors. 
Deep 
inside, enough food has been 
stored for “ the duration." 
There are bunks, desks and 
clean air systems. 
When Hubert Humphrey was 
vice president, he was taken on 
a tour of his cave and noted that 
there was no seal of the vice 
president on his bunk. When the 
end comes, all us folks is just 
folks, folks 
Congressm an O’Neill said 
that each person to be saved is 


given a map "to go to a certain 
place " In case of a missile 
attack, the hydrogen bombs 
require 30 minutes to reach 
their targets. Good Americans 
must hope that those on The 
Unspeakable List have a good 
track record. 
THE 
NAMES 
are under 
steady change. They are in the 
care of General Leslie W.Bray 
Jr., Ret. Barney Collier asked 
him if the entire Congress and 
the Supreme Court are on the 
m ust-save category. 
“ Our 
assignment and responsibilities 
do not include that," he said. 
The Congress and the judges, 
who 
som etim es 
inflict 
headaches on our President, go 
down the drain. Years ago. a 
Pentagon officer tried to give 
Chief Justice Earl Warren a 
map and a place to go “Is Mrs. 
Warren on the list? he asked. 
The officer shook his head 
sadly. “In that case, 
Warren 
said. “I don’t want to go." The 
Pentagon was chagrined to 
learn that among the people 
who must be saved would be 
some cooks, a few doctors and a 
handful of secretaries. 
There are a 
few other 
nobodies, 
such 
as 
phone 
company technicians, radio 
operators and some newspaper 
reporters Ron Nessen is not on 
the list. Neither are some of the 
President’s closest buddies. 
Nelson Rockefeller is on the 
list. He comes off at noon on 
Jan. 20th, 1977. The new v.p. 
goes on. 
GENERAL BRAY 
is busy 
with his little list, counting his 
caves. The irony is patent. If 
nuclear war comes, the only 
people to be saved are those 
who got us into it

WASHINGTON — There is so 
much bad news in the papers 
lately that when a bit of good 
news happens, we’ll all grab it 
like a bobbing life preserver. 
Last week the news that 
seemed to warm everyone’s 
heart was that CBS News had 
been conned out of $10,000 by a 
man who claimed to know 
where Jimmy Hoffa was (in a 
cement coffin 20 feet below the 
surface of the water off Key 
West, Fla.) 
CBS could have survived the 
financial loss without much 
difficulty, except that The New 
York Times got hold of the 
story and gave a detailed ac­ 
count as to how the network 
was taken. This embarrassed 
CBS no end because until then 
they hadn’t considered the fact 
that being euchred out of $10,- 
000 by a con man was a news* 
worthy event.

has chartered to locate the 


most sought alter missing per­ 
son in America. 
Pacing the dock nervously 
are Don Hewitt, the producer of 
the show and Richard Salant, 
president of CBS News. 
Salant speaks to them. “Gen­ 
tlemen, today you are going to 
make history. 
Through 
the 
miracle of electronic journal­ 
ism we are going to raise 
Jimmy fioffa from the depths 
of the waters off Key West. I 
have a map here which I bought 
from an old Cuban sailor in the 
bar. which shows the exact lo­ 
cation of Hoffa’s cement coffin. 
The sailor swore to me that the 
map has been in his family for 
six generations. He sold it to me 
for $10,000, wh:eh as you know 
is a steal.

pression. 
It was 40-acres-and-a-mule 
country then. Tin signs adver­ 
tising 666 malaria cure fes­ 
tooned the poles. Night brought 
the dim yellow or “coal oil” 
lamps. Miserable villages with 
ruined wooden sidewalks and 
false-fronted stores were con­ 
nected occasionally by gravel 
but mostly by dust or mud. 
There was peonage and quite 
a lot of injustice and com­ 
placency and decay. 
IN FOUR DECADES 
the 


South has been transformed. 
The once-gullied fields are 
occupied by green lespedeza 
and black Angus. The marginal 
sand country is rich with new 
pine. The black delta lands, 
borrowed from 20 states, are 
tilled and harvested by huge 
machines of great complexity 
and cost. 


But the South has suffered 
from two mythologies — one of 
self-delusion, the other pro­ 
moted by outsiders. 
The first was the myth that 
“befo’ the wah.” meaning the 
1861-65 war, the South was a 
paradise of gentility abounding 
with honeysuckle and Taras. It 
was never that good and the 
slave system w-as bound to col­ 
lapse. anyway. 
The second is current and in­ 
cessantly pumped up by script 
writers for the screen and TV. 
This is the red-neck, police bru­ 
tality South (“You in a heap o’ 
trouble, boy.” ) 
THE MYTH IS that a hand- 


The 'Third World' 


By I)R. VI.I MAZRUI 
Professor of Political 
Science at the 
I niversity of Michigan 


Where Henry Kissinger once 
saw a five part design for peace 
composed of the United States, 
Russia, China. Western Europe 
and Japan. I see, in my prefer­ 
red world of the 1990s, a design 
for peace based on five world 
languages: English, French, 
Russian. Arabic and Chinese. 
Every child would be required 
to learn three languages — a 
world language, a regional lan­ 
guage ana a national or local 
language. 
I envision a World Federation 
of Cultures — a body which rep­ 
resents people on the basis not 
only of regional geography but 
of allegiance to a particular 
world language. I see UNESCO 
revitalized as a World Council 
on Science and Culture. 
Underlying this vision is a 
belief that world culture is a 
necessary prerequisite for 
world reform. Human beings 
have to agree on what is good 
and evil, what is desirable and 
what is objectionable before 
mankind can develop the will to 
change the structure of global 
arrangements. 
Mj own preferred world fea­ 
ture» a world culture which is 
truly global rather than Euro­ 
centric or Western. 
THE WORLD WILL NOT be 
tamed by outright force or by 
the outcome of the power strug­ 
gle between the wealthy na­ 
tions. but by shared values And 
I believe that while we are no 
nearer to a world government 
today than we’ve ever been, we 
are nearer to a world culture. 
There are ideologies, such as 
Marxism, that have believers 
around the world. There are 
languages, particularly Eng­ 
lish and French, which serve 
the human race as a whole. 
There are legal and moral ideas 
which have world wide accept­ 
ance, for example in the field of 
international law. Science and 
technology are facilitating the 
globalization of culture as they 
are shared by societies other­ 
wise vastly different from each 
other. 
EDUCATIONAL 
systems 
are 
increasingly 
resembling 
each other so that each suc­ 
ceeding generation of human­ 
kind is likely to be a little more 
culturally homogeneous than 
the previous one. And there are 
problems, perceived as global, 
which range from seasonal 
ones like inflation to perennial 
ones like resource depletion. 
But althodgh we have been 
evolving a world culture, there 
is one hitch — that world cul­ 
ture is heavily Eurocentric. 
International law was born out 
of Europeah diplomatic history 
and its slate system. The must 


global forms of imperialism 
were Western — and therefore 
Western culture in recent times 
has spread. 
There is more evidence of 
this Eurocentricity. The United 
Nations Charter itself emerged 
primarily out of Western con­ 
cerns and has been struggling 
ever since to be more global. 
Virtually all the ruling elites of 
the world are either Western or 
Westernized. Even those which 
are Marxist in orientation have 
opted for one school of Western 
thought — a particular tradi­ 
tion of dissent in 
Western 
civilization. Almost every edu­ 
cated person in the world has 
two cultures — his own and 
Western. 
No one is surprised to see a 
Japanese, an African, an Arab, 
an Indian, or a Chinese in West­ 
ern attire. But there is some­ 
thing incongruous about a 
Japanese in Arab dress, an In­ 
dian in Yoruba attire, or a Zulu 
in an Indian dhoti. The elites of 
the non-Western world imitate 
the West — but they seldom 
emulate each other. 
WHAT EMERGES from this 
analysis are two conclusions, 
one positive and the other nega­ 
tive. 
The positive conclusion is 
that the human race is indeed 
evolving a world culture — a 
potential foundation for the 
kind of consensus on values 
without which world reform is 
impossible 
But the negative conclusion is 
that the world culture which 
has evolved so far is tragically* 
out ol balance, ignoring most of 
the civilizations of the world 
and elevating only the Western 
heritage. 
If we are to move towards a 
better future, we must main­ 
tain the trend toward a world 
culture, and make that culture 
less Eurocentric and 
more 
representative of the different 
civilizations of the human race. 
THE NON WESTERN world 
therefore needs to embark on 
four strategies; 
— It should reduce cultural 
and economic dependence on 
the West and increase local 
independence and autonomy. 
The local educational systems 
must respond more to local 
needs. The local economies 
m ust become less export- 
oriented, more labor-intensive, 
more geared to serving local 
needs 
— It should diversify what it 
produces. It should also diver­ 
sify 
ources of its economic 
and cu<tural largesse. To bor­ 
row from both China and the 
United States is less dangerous 
than to borrow from only one of 
them A slave owned by only 
one person is more of a slave 
than if he is shared by poten­ 
tially competitive masters. 
— It should iof titrate Western 


culture and Western econo­ 
mies. When Arab money buys 
shares in German industries, 
American real estate, French 
banks or British corporations, a 
reverse process of penetration 
is underway. Gradually West­ 
ern economies are being made 
as vulnerable to Third World 
pressures as Third World 
economies have been to West­ 
ern pressures — for so long a 
time! 
— Finally, the non-Western 
world should develop links and 
contacts within its ranks. 
Until now most economic in­ 
teraction in the world has been 
between the developed indus­ 
trial nations. 
OUT OF SCCH 
interaction 
should em erge not m erely 
tactical solidarity in interna­ 
tional conferences but organic 
solidarity of the kind which 
would 
create 
interlocking 
economies among Third World 
countries. 
While all this is going on in 
the Third World, what should 
the Northern Hemisphere do? 
It should at least permit these 
four strategies to get under way 
with understanding and c<^ 
operation. It should also give it­ 
self the assignment of prevent­ 
ing a nuclear holocaust, while 
mankind struggles to create a 
new cultural infrastructure for 
a more humane world order.

Oklahoma City, has come down 
with another sound decision in 
the hotly controversial business 
of L aetrile. Some further 
reflections may be in order. 
Laetrile, in case you came 
late to this dispute, is the name 
popularly given to a substance 
also known as anygdalin and 
vitam in 
B-17. 
It 
occurs 
naturally in apricot pits and 
also can be synthesized. Some 
people with apparently good 
reputations in medicine and 
chem istry say L aetrile, in 
certain 
cases, 
has 
been 
astonishingly 
effective 
in 
treating certain form s 
of 
cancer. The proponents have 
rafts of literature attesting to 
the benefits of this compound. 
The proponents think it is great 
stuff. 
THE CRITICS of Laetrile, far 
m ore num erous and more 
prestigious, scoff at the miracle 
claims. In their view, Laetrile 
is worthless; laboratory proof 
of effectiveness is nil; 
no 
controlled experiments ever 
have produced evidence that 
Laetrile is any more useful in 
treating cancer than Feen-a 
Mint or lemon drops. 
The 
Food 
and 'D ru g 
A dm inistration 
condem ns 
Laetrile absolutely. Under FDA 
regulations having the force of 
law, it is a criminal offense to 
sell or to dispense the com­ 
pound. Cancer victims who in 
desperation turn to Laetrile 
have to bootleg the stuff from 
Mexico or Europe. The FDA 
has not hesitated to go to court 
to make its orders stick. 
Some months ago a cancer 
victim 
nam ed 
Glen 
L. 
Rutherford filed a petition in 
U.S. 
D istrict 
Court 
in 
Oklahoma 
City 
asking 
dispensation to obtain a con­ 
tinuing supply of Laetrile. He 
was convinced that Laetrile 
had stopped his spreading 
cancer. 
Over 
governm ent 
protests, 
Judge 
Bohanon 
listened sympathetically and 
approved his request. 
A COUPLE of weeks ago 
Judge Bohanon acted again. He 
entered an order removing any 
crim inal 
liability 
from 
physicians if they administer 
I^aetrile to Ernest Ray, a 
cancer patient a t B aptist 
Medical Center in Uklahoma 
City. 
The evidence indicated that 
Ray is term inally ill. Dr. 
M ichael Grossm an testified 
that Ray’s cancer has reached 
his liver, lung, bone marrow, 
and “perhaps other places that 
w e’re not aw are of.” Dr. 
Grossman gave the patient not 
more than six months to live. 
“1 think the drug is essen­ 
tially 
w orthless,” 
Dr. 
Grossman told the court, “but it 
has become such an obsession 
with Mr Ray that I think he will 
derive great psychological 
heneiits Irom use of the drug. I

think it will help him mainly 
because he would believe it is 
helping him. As far as anything 
I can find, it should not harm 
him.” 
ISN’T THAT view a heap 
more sensible than the govern­ 
ment’s view? Human beings 
are not identical. The medical 
establishment is not infallible. 
Not every mystery of human 
physiology has been explored. 
The possibility ought never to 
be finally dismissed that some­ 
where in this wide world is a 
patient whose cancerous giz­ 
zard will respond to apricot pits 
— or if not to apricot pits, to 
something not yet discovered. 
The government is too much 
with us. It is one thing, and a 
proper thing, for the FDA to 
ban commerce in drugs that 
are demonstrably dangerous. 
Just about everyone accepts 
that 
proposition. 
But it 
is 
another matter entirely for the 
massive powers of government 
to be marshalled against a drug 
merely because experts regard 
it as worthless. This is Big 
Brotherism. paternalism, call 
it what you will; it manifests 
the arrogance of know-it-all 
doctors who long ago lost the 
humility that good scientists 
should have engraved in their 
very souls. 
I 
HOLD to this sim ple 
proposition, that the govern­ 
ment has no business passing 
laws to prevent a man from 
making a durned fool of himself 
— so long as his conduct harms 
no one else. In the two cases 
before Judge Bohanon, 
the 
cancer victims, Rutherford and 
Ray, had been given abundant 
advice and w arning from 
reputable 
physicians 
that 
I a etri le has no proven value 
whatever. 
Isn ’t 
this 
sufficient: 
Rutherford appears to have 
recovered — he told the court 
he has been in rescission for 
three and a half years — but 
Ray may be dead in six months. 
It would be a cruel law that 
prevented him, at this juncture, 
from trying to ease his own pain 
with an extract of pure and 
unadulterated faith.

LISBON — A two per cent 
reduction in state foundation 
funds ordered by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes will amount to $16,100 to 
Lisbon schools,

If a stain has dried and seems a bit stub­ 
born, add a little liquid detergent, hand soap or laundry 
detergent and rub, and they always come out for me. I worked

About two weeks ago he was 
showing the same symptoms, 
and I gave him a glass of juice 
with a lot of sugar in it. and in 
about 10 minutes he was fine 
again.

DEAR REA D ER - Your 
description sounds like he has 
primary hypoglycemia. The 
usual type oi disorder seen in 
most adults is secondary and 
is often related to a previous 
stomach operation or certain 
poor dietary habits.

after eating, 
whereas the primary attacks 
can occur before eating 
I can’t tell you exactly what 
your son has, but I do know 
that he will need some very

reason you should arrange to 
have him seen by the 
endocrine-metabolic 
section 
of the nearest university 
medical center. Don’t delay 
as repeated attacks in 
children sometime lead to 
brain damage. 
He can 
probably be treated. 
The most likely problem is 
some defect in complex en­ 
zymes in his metabolic 
system. Of course, he could 
also have some extra insulin- 
producing tissue. If it is the 
latter that could be removed. 
If it is an enzyme disorder his 
proper treatment will depend 
on what the defect actually is. 
Remember hypoglycemia is 
just a symptom, not a 
diagnosis. You'll need to know 
the cause of the symptom to 
provide proper treatment. 
In the secondary more com­ 
mon type of hypoglycemia, 
the patient has anxiousness, 
sweating, tremor and a host of 
symptoms related to the 
release of adrenaline. 
In primary hypoglycemia 
the effects of a low blood 
glucose level in the brain 
dominate the symptoms. The 
patient will show signs of 
altered behavior, as your son 
did. of mental confusion, 
coma and even convulsions. 
In primary hypoglycemia 
physical activity may use up 
all the available glucose and 
induce an attack. Your active 
son could very well do this. 
When he is active be sure he 
has enough to eat, including 
available sugar
